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ATWOOD ANCESTRY 


From Loftin Family History", Our Family, by Louise Graham and 
Lucille Loftin, published 1966, we find the following: John 
Atwood was born and reared in Virginia, worked on a sailing ship, 
spinning and weaving cloth, while sailing between Holland and his 
home in America. He was a revolutionary soldier under command of 
General George Washington. Whether before, during or after the 
war, John was married in Virginia to Elizabeth Coleman, a gir] 
born and reared in Holland. Soon after his discharge from the 
Revolutionary army, John settled in Kentucky. Then later built a 
Flatboat, drifted down the Ohio and Mississippi with his wife and 
possessions and settled near what is now Jackson, Louisiana. 

Five or six years later, he loaded his two wheeled ox cart and 
trekked across virgin forest to a point in what was later to be 
Covington Co., Miss. There John and Elizabeth lived out their 
days to a ripe old age. There graves are located in Lowe’s 
Graveyard." 


“Four sons and a daughter was born to John and Elizabeth Atwood, 
Our great grandfather, Jackson, was born 1 Jan 1800. His 
brothers were Henry, Washington, and Andrew. His sister was 
Nancy who married Richard King.” 


This “family history" as recorded is what I have used as a 
starting point in my research of my ATWOOD family. There 

probably are errors in both "family history” and my information 
and for this I apologize. What I have recorded is what I have 

been able to determine with the information that I have found 
thus far in my research.

If this is wife of John Atwood, Sr. and I think that it was, her 
name could have been Sarah Elizabeth. The record shows place of 
birth as Va. The John Atwood family is the only family listed in 
Covington Co., Miss. on any of the census records. There were 
other Atwoods families in Ms. as early as the 1820 C. Abraham 
Atwood listed in Pike Co., MS. Thomas Atwood listed in Wilkinson 
Co., Miss. But the John Atwood family was the only family shown 
living in Covington Co. Miss. I have not been able to determine 
if these families are related. From correspondence with Mr. 
George M. Atwood, South Padre Island, Texas, I have information 
on Abraham Atwood shown on the 1820-C of Pike Co., Miss.

Anice states that your husband’s family is connected to the 
Henry P. Atwood family. I was wondering if you would mind 
providing me with the info on that connection? 


Also a Marjorie Baxter wrote to Anice stating she was 
helping you and Pat Edwards compile info for your book. In her 
note she stated there was info about our John Atwood in Family 
Records ~- MS Rev. Soldiers by the Mississippi DAR and the North 
Carolina Genealogical Society Journal of Aug 1985, page 162. Ms. 
Baxter stated one of these articles gave John Atwood’s date of 
death. I have checked our library and they do not have this book 
or journal. Is there any way I could obtain a copy of this info 
from you? Or could you put me in touch with Marjorie Baxter? I 
would be glad to pay for the copies and your time and trouble. 


Anice sent me the Atwood info from the book you published 
Who Married Whom. I would be interested to know if this book is 
still available and how much it cost? 


For your information, Hilbert (Albert) Atwood’s second wife 
was Louisa Dunham. Not Dunn as originally thought. I have since 


located the marriage record (after looking for 20 years). They 
married Dec. 12, 1865 in Calhoun Co. IL. I am sure he never 
divorced his first wife. The Mississippi branch of Atwoods that 


I did make contact with told me the family believed Blbert died 
in the Civil War. He did not, but was captured and taken to a 
prison in Alton, TL. When he was released he avidently never 
returned or contact the family in Mississippi. 


I have tried everything I can think of to locate the name of 
his first wife and what happened to her after 18790. Would you 
have any suggestions? She and her son by Hilbert were living with: 
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John B. and Dalaphar Atwood in the 1870 census but then I loose 
track of her. She was young and may have remarried. Also I can 
find no trace of the son, known only by J. 


Also, in your book there is a notation after John Atwood, 
Sr. ~ Lincoln, NC. Could you tell me where you obtained this 
info? 


Congratulations on your book. I wish more books about that 
area of Mississippi would be published. They are badly needed. 
Any help you can give me would be greatly appreciated.

I did finally receive the information back for the War of 1812 
file , $.0. 28484 on John Atwood, Covington Co. Believe it or 
not, it is not for John Atwood, Sr. but for John Atwood, Jr. 

It was filed 19 Jan 1873 and rejected 25 Jan 1875 as follows, 
"Rejected by reason of abandonment, no response having been 
received to call under date of apr. 18 1873,. for final evidence 
of service, no record thereof, as alleged appearing”. 


It did show one thing of value - the marriage date of John 
Atwood, Jr. and Eliz. Wood as be 25 July 1822, Covington Co., MS. 


Enclosed is all that I have on Henry P. Atwood. I am 
corresponding with a descendant of his through his son John 
Harmon Atwood who lives in Ark., she might be able to add to what 
I have; but I don’t think so as she has been sending me. copies of 
all that she finds.

Oct 1801 and land records in Amite Co., on the Comite River and Beaver 
Creek for 1807, The Amite Co. records for 1810 show him with wife and 4 
females and 2 males. By 1820 C he is in Covington Co., MS. with wife and 3 
females under 26 and 3 males under 18. I have been able to account for 
only one of the females, daughter, Nancy Atwood, b. 11 May 1798, GA. 
d, 13 Sept 1856 and married Richard King.

The reason that I am sending you all this is in hopes that you will feel 
that this information on John Atwood, Sr. is correct also. I have a copy 
of the Welch record, Family Records, Rev. War Soldiers, MS. and a copy of

Elizabeth Coleman was John Atwood, Sr. wife. But as stated, I don’t feel 
that this information is correct. Also, have a copy of a family reunion 
meeting held in 1929 stating the same sas: But some where along the way 
I feel that an error was made in his wife’s given name. The family reunion 
information has other information that ie proven to be incorrect; so I 
think that somewhere along the way, information was accepted as correct 
that was not factual. 


There were other Atwood families in MS. early and I have not been able to 
prove or disprove relationship to my Atwood family. T have and will 
continue to try to find what ever I can on this family as I really want to 
be able to put it all back together one day.
